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San Franciscan Nursery for Homeless Children 


The “Home” of the Society is located on Lake Street 
and Fourteenth Avenue, and may be visited any day except 
Sunday. 


Membership dues are five dollars per year. 


Life membership is secured by the payment of fifty 
dollars. 

Thirty-five dollars will purchase and equip a bed; ten 
dollars will maintain it for one year; or one hundred dol- 
lars will permanently care for it. 


Parents and friends can visit the children on the first 
Saturday and the third Sunday in the month from 2 to 
5PM, 

The nucleus of a library has been formed. It is the 
desire of the Board of Managers to increase the number 
of volumes, and the ladies hope friends of the Institution 
will aid by sending to the Home old or new books suitable 
for the children. 











The S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children was incor- 
porated March 24, 1892, with the object of providing a 
non-sectarian home for children, abandoned, orphaned or 
whose parents either by neglect, ill-fortune, or unfitness 
could not give them proper care and protection. 

The institution was first organized in 1887 as a 
Foundling Home; but evidently finding that, here in San 
Francisco, there were fewer foundlings than other children 
needing their care, the Board of Managers changed the 
name to the present one, and took out corporation papers 
as an orphanage, in which children have been welcomed 
and cared for without question as to race, color, or re- 
ligion. 

The only questions have been the child’s need and our 
financial ability. 

In 1904, the Nursery moved into its present com- 
fortable home at Fourteenth Avenue and Lake Street. 
Friends of the Nursery have, at different times, either by 
direct donation, or by bequest, generously given money 
which has been used in erecting the present home, or in 
establishing a “rainy day” fund. 

During the past five years a “Pencil-Sale Day” has 
netted us about $6,000 per annum. The parents of the 
children pay monthly what they can, some very little, none 
as much as it costs us, i. e., about $12.50 each per month. 

Our main dependence must be upon our subscribing 
members’ list. 

Membership dues in the Society are $5.00 per year. 
Life membership is $50.00. 

Thirty-five dollars buys and equips a bed; ten dollars 
maintains it for one year. 

Visitors to the Nursery are always cordially welcomed. 
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resident’s Report 


Fellow Members of the San Francisco 
Nursery for Homeless Children: 


We are again assembled for the annual meeting of our 
Society. 

From the Recording Secretary’s report you have 
learned that during the year we have cared for 154 differ- 
ent children, although able to care for only 91 at any one 
time, that being the limit of our number of beds. 

Perhaps you do not all know that only a few of our 
children are without at least one parent who is trying to 
do enough toward supporting the child that he or she may 
have the right to direct its life. Frequently they pay very 
little, none of them all that it costs us, their payment being 
rated always according to the circumstances of the parent. 

For those who have no one to provide or plan for 
them except our Nursery Board, your Managers are 
always eager to find desirable homes. 

During “the past year, with the aid of the Native Sons 
and Daughters’ Homefinding Society, we have placed two 
of our boys, aged seven and one-half and four years, in 
such homes. 

The ‘visitor’ of the Homefinding Society makes fre- 
quent visits to the homes in which children are placed, 
both before and after adoption, and a history of the family 
and its environment is filed with that Society and with our 
Board, and frequent reports are received of the visits made 
to the new home of the child. 

For every child who lives in our Nursery, we bend 
every effort to make the life that of a home, not of 
boarding house nor of a rightfully criticized institution. 

The text that is constantly kept before them ist We 
can only get from the world what we put into it,” and they 
are taught that wherever their home, they must make 
their right to comforts and pleasures therein. Accordingly, 
at 6 a. m. the rising bell rings, and every child, unless ill, 
is promptly out of bed, and when large enough to do so, 
pulls all the bedding off his or her bed, lays it over the 
back of his chair, and turns the hair-mattress over the 








foot of the bed. Then they dress themselves and as fast 
as dressed go to the bathroom to wash and finish their 
toilets, ready for school. When the 6:30 bell rings, all 
are ready to go back and make their beds under the super- 
vision of the nurse in charge of the dormitory and the 
Matron. Every mattress is turned every day, and each 
bed must be well made. Anyone caught shirking the work 
is not allowed to finish making his or her own bed, but 
must make four others. 


At seven, all go to breakfast, after which every child 
of school age must work busily at some duty which will 
contribute toward having the house in order before they 
start for school in a body at 8:45 sharp. As there are 
about 55 school children, and as no child is given the 
same task continuously, it is to the executive ability of 
our Matron that we are indebted for the success of this 
scheme of vocational education. 

Every boy as well as girl is given the opportunity to 
learn to do well and promptly all the duties he should know 
how to do to assist his or her mother in her home. 

As an incentive to do prompt and good work, a list 
is kept of all those doing such work, and when an invita- 
tion comes from some one with an auto to take “a ma- 
chine full” of children for a ride, or money has been sent 
to. pay for 10, 20 or 40 children and their attendants to 
spend the day at the Exposition, a picnic party to the 
beach, the Indoor Yacht Club circus, etc., etc., the first 
ones allowed to accept such invitations are chosen from 
the list of those who “have done their best.” 

One of the severest punishments meted out is to be 
sent to bed early in place of being allowed to go up to the 
Club Room on the top floor, where is the player piano pre- 
sented last year by the Heartsease Club, and where, with 
Mrs. Coltman and Miss Gayle, the boys and girls together 
enjoy their evenings of games, music and dancing. 

Last summer, we added to our corps of paid workers 
a resident teacher and general assistant to the Matron. 
This teacher gives an hour in the forenoon and another 
hour in the afternoon to kindergarten instruction to the 
children (about 20 in number) between three years and 
six years of age. She also visits the public school classes 
attended by our children, in order to be able to the better 
care for their home work. As a result of her efforts, com- 
mendation comes from the teachers; nine of our children 





brought home at Christmas time the coveted “‘pink cards’”’ 
meaning honorary, and our oldest boy, an orphan, skipped 
a half year and made his exams without condition. 
Another of this young teacher’s duties is to teach all 
of the children “how to play.” To prove the advantages 
gained by this training, the children invited us the after- 
noon of January 6th to an hour of folk songs, games and 
calisthenics. ‘Their lessons in this sort of thing are always 
given out of doors in our spacious back yard, except it 
be too wet, and boys and girls, large and small, all play 
together, so that they are very fond of these half-hours, 
and have quickly realized the desirability of fulfilling all 
demands about the house in order to gain the privilege. 


Another opportunity to teach the boys that a “‘good 
time” does not necessarily mean wasted time has been pro- 
vided by Miss Mina Hohwiesner and Miss Roberta Gilbert, 
of the Young Ladies’ Auxiliary, who have supplied the 
necessary gardening tools, seeds, etc., and have taught the 
boys to establish a border of little gardens about their 
large play-yard just inside the fence, and two other young 
ladies of the Auxiliary have conducted sewing classes for 
the girls. On Wednesday afternoon of each week, Mrs. 
I'red Hohwiesner has taught the older girls to sew both 
by hand and on the machine (donated by the Auxiliary) 
so successfully that, at the entertainment of January 6th, 
each one of them wore a white middy-waist made by her- 
self. On Thursday afternoons, Miss Bruning has taught 
the younger girls to make sampler books of all sorts of 
stitchings, and this term her class will begin sewing on 
some article of apparel, and Mrs. Hohwiesner’s class will 
continue their good work. 


Our “boys’ nurse” in charge of their down-stairs play 
room has imbued the boys with an ambition to prove that 
they can darn their own socks, and during the cold weather 
before Christmas they improved their indoor afternoons by 
making a collection of little gifts, their own handiwork, to 
fill a stocking, which they hung on Mrs. Coltman’s door 
for Christmas morning. 


I hope our Society members are as interested as I 
believe they are in hearing these things, which show the 
homelike atmosphere and interest taken in building up such 
an atmosphere, by first of all our help, ably aided by our 
Young Ladies’ Auxiliary and members of our Board of 
Managers. 








A committee of three of the latter have taken upon 
themselves the responsibility both of advising Miss Gayle 
in her handling of the kindergarten children, and also of 
visiting the public school classes, and by their interest and 
co-operation with the teachers have added to the ambition 
of the children and have been of material help to the 
teachers. 


During the year, several of our members sent money 
at different times to pay for the children and necessary 
attendants to go to visit the Exposition and several others 
have themselves, on different occasions, taken the children 
to the Exposition, some of the ladies taking one, or two, or 
three at a time, while a few of them were brave enough to 
take as many as forty at a time, with an attendant along. 


Others of our members have given beach picnic parties, 
taking some days the smaller children, on other days the 
older ones. 

Others of our members who have autos frequently 
treat aS many as can go to outings. 

One of our members has five or six of the older boys 
come to spend Saturday afternoon with her, letting them 
learn, among other things, to travel about the city by them- 
selves, just as they would were they living in a private 
home instead of an institution. 

I believe our Board of Managers is somewhat unique 
in the amount of personal service as well as generous ex- 
penditure of money by individual members. At Christmas 
a self-appointed committee of four, by interesting outside 
friends who helped them with the financial part of it, sup- 
plied a surprise to the children by filling huge Christmas 
stockings with goodies of all sorts, a toy or a book, a 
toothbrush, with a necktie for every boy and a hair ribbon 
for every girl—a Christmas stocking for every one of the 
90 children in the house. 

Many of our members have made a habit of sending 
a box of fresh fruit or a bunch of bananas, or both, “out 
to the kiddies’ every month or two, making a continual 
supply. 

A member presented the huge rug in our front hall, 
another paid for painting the kitchen and its pantries, 
another paid for renovating and painting the walls of a 
store-room on the top floor to convert it into a school- 
room, another member buying a large wall blackboard with 
outfit of erasers and chalk. 
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One of our members presented: one dozen suits of 
boys’ clothes, two dozen gingham dresses and 28 pairs of 
muslin drawers for the girls and one-half dozen best type 
of sweaters. Another sent two dozen sheets, two dozen 
rompers, and one dozen nightgowns for the baby-room. 
Another gave seven pairs of wool blankets, another one 
dozen sheets and one dozen pillow-cases. Another gave 
the huge earthenware crocks necessary for the preserving 
of 250 dozen eggs last April, and attended to the buying 
of the eggs. 

Several of our women have voluntarily assigned to 
themselves the care of the clothing of several children who 
have no one to clothe them, and these Board members 
outfit sometimes two of the children completely, as they 
need clothes. In addition to these larger gifts are other 
continual personal services eagerly undertaken by our 
women, as opportunity offers. 

The women who do the work of Treasurer and the 
Secretaries, when they do it well, as it has been done by 
our representatives in those offices, deserve the apprecia- 
tion of the Society. The position of Business Secretary 
has been a particularly trying one this year, as it was 
newly established in February, 1915, and our incumbent 
of this year has done her work so well that her successors 
will find the work easier than she has. 

A glance at the Corresponding Secretary's report will 
convince you of the amount of busy and careful work she 
must have had to do. 

Early last summer, the Board of Trustees and Board 
of Managers in joint meeting determined to replace our 
coal stoves and furnace with an oil-burning apparatus. 
Up to that time we had had no registers in the basement 
rooms, that is, the Board meeting room and the two large 
play-rooms, nor in the large hallways, nor on the top floor. 
At an expense of $1,898.45, putting in new registers to 
cover the above-named portions of the house, we had a 
complete oil-burning apparatus installed, our Board of 
Trustees taking upon their shoulders the responsibility of 
seeing that it was properly done, in which they were 
assisted by Mr. IF. H. Meyer, architectural engineer. 

Our fondest hopes with regard to the desirability of 
the change is being realized as our winter bills come in. 
The bills for November, 1915, were $31.70 as against 
$56.10 for the same month the year before. Our bills for 
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December, 1915, were $48 as against $85.70 for December, 
1914. 

One of our Board members, Mrs. Jas. M. McDonald, 
presented a check for $500 toward paying the $1,898.45. 


Another expense incurred during the past year has 
been for new precautions against fire, including a new fire 
escape and an auxiliary fire-alarm system in keeping with 
present fire department requirements. In addition, the 
Matron has, during the past six months, been conducting 
a systematic fire drill, at least once a week, usually twice 
a week, and often at night with every light extinguished, 
so that, should fire occur at night, with the electric lights 
out of commission, the children as well as grown-ups of 
the household would not lose their heads, but would know 
every step of the way in the dark as well as in the light. 
At an afternoon fire drill, every child gets from the dormi- 
tories to the front porch in fifty seconds. At night, in 
the dark, with every child in bed when the gong sounds, 
twenty, or more if needed, of the larger boys and girls in 
the second-floor dormitory, get out of bed, down the 
front stairs to the babies’ dormitory, each takes the child 
from the bed assigned to him or her, and they, with the 
cook, pantry woman and five nurses, each loaded with two 
babies, reach the front hall in time to meet the rest of the 
second-story dormitory children under guidance of their 
nurses, and all are on the front porch—the house entirely 
emptied—in one minute and a quarter. 


Mrs. Coltman’s faculty for organization and as an 
executive has shown out clearly in the quiet, orderly and 
effective carrying out of these fire drills. The Chief of 
the Fire Department has taken much interest in our efforts 
and had his men place a huge fire gong in the front hall, 
free of charge to us, to be used in case of an actual fire 
as well as for our drills. Our house is well built to make 
escape easy, and to make possible the shutting away of 
the rear part of the house from the front halls by which 
the children can most easily and quickly get out. 


Early in the year 1915, a change was made in our 
medical department. Dr. Manning, who had been in 
charge for a number of years, resigned, and the Board 
of Managers placed that department in the care of the 
Children’s Department of the University of California 
Hospital, Dr. Wm. Palmer Lucas, director. The doctor’s 
report speaks for itself. The attention given tonsils and 
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adenoids has freed us from the former throat troubles 
usual to fall and early winter, and it was a great satisfac- 
tion to us all that every one of the 90 children was well 
and able to enjoy the season of holiday pleasures so gener- 
ously provided by the many friends, and not one was made 
sick by their many treats. First, the circus of the Indoor 
Yacht Club, who sent autos for fifty of our children, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Coltman and two assistants, provided 
them a division of seats by themselves, as they did every 
institution, and gave them a wonderfully happy afternoon. 

Then the Christmas tree of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, when the city’s busy men of affairs took the time 
to entertain our children in company with hundreds of 
others, in royal fashion. Again, special provision was 
made of a private car to convey 55 of our children, with 
Mrs. Coltman and four assistants. 


Christmas morning the Nursery household was awak- 
ened by music on the phonograph, in the hands of Henry, 
our janitor, who used the new records, a Christmas gift 
from our Trustee Wm. Kaufmann and his friend Mr. 
Heyman. When awake, the children were overjoyed to 
find the stockings, a treat they had never had before. 


On Christmas Day, a dinner of turkey, sweet potatoes, 
cranberries—in fact, a dinner generous and complete in 
every detail, furnished by members of our Board of Trus- 
tees, Board of Managers, and many other friends, includ- 
ine Mr. Berton, a former Trustee, and Mrs. Hecht, Mrs. 
Gerstle and Mrs. Stadtmiiller, former Managers. Just in 
the middle of the dinner hour, Messrs. Adolph and George 
Uhl, with Mrs. George Uhl, drove up in their auto with a 
toy balloon for every one of the 90 children at table, giving 
a finishing touch of color to the already beautiful room, 
with its lighted Christmas tree in one corner, every table 
bright with flowers, fancy-colored candy boxes and a red 
and white candy cane at each place, the bright-colored 
balloons dancing about, making a truly remarkable scene. 
A number of friends, including several business men, who 
had contributed to the various Christmas joys of the 
children, called to see the happy faces of the children, who 
were appreciative of the friendliness, as well as sifts, and 
as a finishing touch, just as the children were leaving the 
table, Mrs. a, Thompson, of New York, called with a 
party of the Nursery’s friends, bringing a bunch of violets 
for each child, with a huge bunch ‘for the Matron. 
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The Nursery Christmas tree was arranged for Mon- 
day, the 27th. This year the tree was donated by the 
Laurel Hall Club, and everything else connected with this 
day’s celebration was, as usual, provided and conducted by 
our Young Ladies’ Auxiliary, a program of songs and 
recitations by the children having been rehearsed by them, 
and every child being loaded down with gifts, the cele- 
bration finishing with a feast of sandwiches, cocoa, ice 
cream, cake, candies and nuts, every child having all the 
ice cream he or she wanted. 


The season of holiday joys for the Nursery closed 
with their afternoon’s entertainment on January 6th, 
which was finished with another offering to the children 
of selections on the zither by Mr. C. Kaufer, who asked 
for the privilege of playing for them. 

Among other treats during the year, Miss Clare 
Alexander, in November, gave an evening of negro 1m- 
personations and songs to the children, which they enjoyed 
doubly because on this occasion they were able to have, 
as their guests, children with their mothers who at differ- 
ent times during the school year had invited to home 
parties several of our boys and girls who were classmates 
in the public school, just as they did those with homes of 
their own. 


Several members of our Board were present, and 
assisted the children in showing courtesy to their guests, 
whose parents expressed themselves much pleased with 
the home atmosphere surrounding our kiddies. 

Our Young Ladies’ Auxiliary has this year been to 
us all that the word “Auxiliary” means. At a suggestion 
from us, a number of them have “adopted temporarily,” 
as it were, different children among the older ones in 
twos and threes, interesting themselves in their progress 
at school, their hopes for the present and the future, and 
taking them to visit important buildings and other points 
of interest about the city, so that they may grow to feel 
acquainted with the young ladies and trust them as friends 
when the time comes for the children to go out into the 
world. 

Another friend, doing similar work among the boys 
only, has been Mr. Girard Smith, who has met with them 
every Friday evening in the Club Room for reading and 
story telling, occasionally taking them for a Sunday after- 
noon “hike” to the beach or to the park and back. During 
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Christmas week, he took them to accept an invitation from 
Bruce Porter to see his annual Christmas play given by 
the children of the Protestant Orphan Asylum in their 
assembly hall. 


Amidst all the rush of interesting work, we have 
twice this year been called upon by the Grim Reaper to 
spare, first, our Trustee, Mr. Charles Neal, who had for 
many years been a devoted friend of the Nursery; and 
later, our beloved co-worker and Board member, Mrs. 
Albert Dernham, whose unique place among us can never 
quite be filled. 

The report of our Corresponding Secretary gives the 
names of those who have so generously donated money, 
bonds and materials, making it possible to do what has 
been accomplished thus far in our work. We gratefully 
acknowledge their signal help. We want our friends to 
know that nothing sent to us is wasted. Worn clothing is 
cut up by our Matron and made by her and her assistants 
into first-class wearing apparel for the children, the scraps 
furnishing carpet rags. Worn shoes are put into service 
for play shoes about the yard when not good enough for 
school wear, and books and toys are always a joy. 


We always appreciate the generous remembrance of 
the many friends who have sent such things to us. 


In this report, I have tried to give you, our friends 
and co-workers, an idea of the spirit and aims of the 
Boards of Trustees and Managers entrusted by you with 
the work of the Nursery. 

I will add words of appreciation by the Managers to 
all those who have, from year to year, assisted at the 
Pencil Sale, making it possible to raise the main sum 
necessary for our work. 


This last year, under the chairmanship or Mrs. F.C. 
Sims, our returns were better than we had dared hope for. 
We never have helpers enough, and I take this opportunity 
to invite all who will volunteer to assist us in that work 
to send their names and those of friends willing to help 
to the President of the San Francisco Nursery for 
Homeless Children, Fourteenth Avenue and Lake Street. 
Whenever our means will permit, we plan to establish 
simple plants which will give our children the rudiments 
of vocational training, other than is possible in their 
every-day life. 
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Come to visit our Nursery often and bring your 
friends, at any time of any day, to see the excellent work 
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being done by our Matron and her faithful assistants 
to make suggestions as you may desire.

Herewith I submit my annual report as Recording 
Secretary for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1915. 

The Board of Managers has held twelve regular 
monthly meetings and nine special meetings, at which the 
average attendance has been. fourteen. 

During the year, we have admitted sixty-seven chil- 
dren into our institution, making a total of one hundred 
and fifty-four children cared for. Seventy-two children 
have been taken out, including the three given into homes 
for adoption. There remain eighty-two children now in 
the Nursery.

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Report of the Medical Supervision 


OF THE SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR HOMELESS 
CHILDREN BY THE DEPARTMENT OF PEDIATRICS, 
UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA MEDICAL SCHOOL, 

DR. WILLIAM PALMER LUCAS IN CHARGE. 


To the Board of Managers of the 
San Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children: 


The medical supervision of the Nursery has been 
developed according to the plans outlined at the time the 
supervision was undertaken. A complete medical exami- 
nation of every child in the institution has been made and 
is on file at the Nursery. All new applicants for admis- 
sion have been examined at the Hospital before admission 
so that no contagious conditions have been admitted. The 
general health and nutrition of the children are good. 


The only serious epidemic which occurred during the 
year was that of three cases of diphtheria, which broke 
out just at the time our supervision began. They were 
all three mild cases. Carrying out the Schick Test and 
nose and throat cultures from all the children, twenty- 
eight carriers were discovered. ‘These were kept under 
careful supervision. The services of a graduate nurse 
were necessary for three weeks to care for the acutely ill 
cases. A total quarantine of five weeks was required 
before the isolation was removed. 


The problem of enlarged tonsils and adenoids has 
been taken up during the year. With the co-operation 
of Mount Zion Hospital, three cases have been operated 
on there; and through the co-operation of the Children’s 
Hospital, seventeen children had their tonsils removed in 
that hospital, two children had their tonsils removed at 
the Juvenile Detention Home and eight children have had 
tonsils removed in the University of California Hospital, 
making a total of thirty cases of operations for the re- 
moval of adenoids and tonsils. There are several more 
children who will have to have the same operation per- 
formed, but the urgent cases have had their tonsils 


removed. 
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We have attacked the endemic problem of ring worm 
in the institution and it is safe to say that with the pres- 
ent regime which Dr. Howard Morrow has instituted, the 
Nursery for the first time in years will be free from this 
annoying condition. 

During the present winter, we have had a small, not 
severe epidemic of influenza throughout the house. None 
of the children have been very ill, fortunately, and there 
have been no complications. 

We have found it necessary to put two of the older 
children with heart disease in the University of California 
Hospital for weeks, and one of them is in the hospital at 
the present time. This condition needs prolonged treat- 
ment and most careful supervision over years. 

The department has also been carrying on psycholog- 
ical examinations of all the children in order to gain 
information as to their intelligence and also to determine 
if possible what would be the best vocations for various 
older children to follow. 

Dr. Ethel M. Watters and Dr. Linton Gerdine have 
been detailed from the hospital to make weekly visits and 
to make reports on the children. This close medical 
supervision we hope will lead to a very much better 
physical condition and prevent the occurrence of any 
serious illness in the Nursery.

The year 1915 has drawn to a close, but it has left us 
the heirs to a fortune of pleasant memories in connection 
with our work and play for and with the “kiddies” at the 
Home. 

In the early part of the year it was the privilege of 
our Auxiliary, through the courtesy of the Board of Man- 
agers, to be present at a lecture delivered by Dr. Lucas on 
“Institutions and the Part They Play.” Among his very 
interesting statements there was one which received special 
emphasis, namely, that institutions of today are realizing 
more and more that their work lies not only in feeding 
and clothing the little ones, but in feeding and clothing 
their minds as well, and that that result can best be ob- 
tained by reaching each child individually in order to 
become acquainted with their characteristics, etc. This is 
indeed a problem, requiring more time than the Matron 
can give to it. 

Inasmuch as lies within our power, we would like to 
foster that plan and as a step in that direction about ten 
of our young ladies have gladly volunteered to take a 
personal interest in the school work and to create ambition. 
We are now offering the youngsters amusements and illus- 
trations to develop their little minds, by each of the ladies 
occasionally taking charge of three of the older ones origin- 
ally assigned to them. Our work is still in its infancy, but 
we hope that by the close of 1916 our results will speak 
for themselves. 

Only those who have had the privilege of being with 
the ‘“‘kiddies” can realize the extreme pleasure we derive 
from our close contact with them. 

With sincere thanks to the Board of Managers for 
their loving interest in our work and sincere endeavors, 
and to the members of the Auxiliary for their unselfish 
loyalty to our cause, I hereby submit the foregoing report.

It is with much pleasure that I submit the report of 
the Auxiliary for the year 1915. 


The membership roll contains twenty-six active and 
eleven associate members. During the year, nine regular 
monthly meetings and two special meetings have been 
called, with an average attendance of seven. 


In February, the Auxiliary gave a card party at oe 
California club rooms, and thanks to our many friends, 
proved a great success; the proceeds were used to ae 
the demands of the year. 


The Auxiliary has purchased a sewing machine for 
the sewing class, which has been divided into two divisions ; 
the older girls, under Mrs. Hohwiesner, making middy 
blouses, and the second division, under Miss Bruning, 
much interested in filling their samplers. Also linen, silver 
and china were bought for the dining room, and curtains 
and a rug for the small dining room. 


Garden work for the older boys was suggested, and 
garden implements were provided. The boys’ yard as 
been laid out, loam bought, cement sidewalk laid, and 
gymnasium outfit put up. Flowers were planted to wale 
the surroundings more beautiful. 


During the year, the children were taken to the Chil- 
dren’s Theater, but on account of their attending the Expo- 
sition with the public school classes, further entertainment 
was not thought necessary; however, on Easter several 
dozen colored eggs, ice cream on July Fourth, and pies at 
Thanksgiving were supplied. 


A busy year was closed with a Christmas tree party, 
when the children entertained their guests with songs and 
recitations, and after a Santa Claus had distributed cifts 
to the ninety odd children present, ice cream and cake 
were served in the dining room, where a lovely Christmas 
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tree, the donation of the Laurel Hall Club, gave the real 
Christmas spirit to the affair. 

The members of the Auxiliary wish to thank their 
friends for the generous response to the Christmas appeals, 
which makes it possible to continue their work.
